| New York, October 14.—(P)—A 
huge bank merger, combining the Irv- 
in. Bank and Trust company and the 
‘American Exchange-Pacifie Nationa! 
bank with total resources of approxi- 
mately $735,000,000, was approved by 
the directors of both institutions to- 
day. The new bank, which will be 
known as the American Irving Trust 
company, will rank as.the third largest 
in New York city. being exceeded in 
size only by the National City bank 
and the Chase National bank. 

The consolidation relegates to 
fourth place the Guaranty Trust com- 
pany, which recently terminated ne- 
gotiations for the acquisition of the 
American Exchauge. 

The recent history of the two banks, 
whose union now gives them a place 
as one of the most important of New 
| York’s greatest financial institutiots, 
-has been marked by a steady growth 
in which mergers have played an im- 
portant part. Several years ago the 
| Irving National bank and the Colum- 
‘hia Trust company were joined and 
| until a few months ago the name 
| Irving Bank-Columbia Trust company 
'was used. Their program of expan- 
'sion recently was marked by the pur- 
| chase of the Butchers’ and Drivers’ 
| National bank. 
| About a year ago a consolidation of 
the American Exchange Nationa! 
‘bank and the Pacific bank was ef- 
| fected. 
| The new institution will be capital- 
‘ized at $32,000,000 and its combined 
‘capital, surplus and undivided profits 
will be approximately $58,000,000. 
With the addition to deposits, as list- 
ed in the latest published statements, 
the combined resources will exceed 
$735,000,000. : 

Lewis E. Pierson, present head of 
the Irving bank, will be chairman of 
the board of the enlarged company 
and Harry E. Ward, now president 
of the Irving, will retain the same 
position in the new bank. Lewis L. 
Clarke, president of the American Ex- 
change bank, will become chairman of 
the new company’s executive commit- 
tee. Walter H. Bennett, Theodore 
H, Banks and O. H. Cheney will be 
vice presidents and the entire official 
and clerical staffs of both institutions 
|will be taken over.

Fred Cooledge, Jr., Talks 
About Family Tree With 
President. 


Washington, October 14.—(4)—The 
genealogy of the Cooldige family oc- 
cupied the attention today of Presi- 
dent Coolidge, who discussed the sub- 
ject with Fred J. Cooledge, Jr., of 
Atlanta, Ga. 

Mr. Cooledge, a luncheon guest at 
the white house, came here especially 
to discuss the question with the presi- 


dent, as he is preparing material for 
a history of the family. 

Mr. Cooledge comes from the same 
Vermont family as the president, his 
great-grandfather going rato the south 
before the civil war, and in the inter- 
vening years, his name has come to be 
spelled with an “E” instead of an 
“TI.” Both he and the president are 
descended from the John Coolidge who 
came from England in 1630, and set- 
tled at Watertown, Mass. 

The genealogy of his family always 
has been of deep interest to the presi- 
dent, and fra his automobile trips 
through New England he has fre- 
quently stopped -t old cemetcries 
where ancestors are buried to glean 
data from the Readstones.

WHAT A CHILD MAY HAVE ON 
HIS CHEST. 

Among the 200 odd cases of over- 

looked foreign body in the chest, 


which have come to the clinic of Dr. 
Chavealier Jackson, well-known to 
newspaper readers, perhaps the prize 
case is this: 

A girl,over four years old had fe- 
ver, loose cough, wheezing, foul breath, 
difficult breathing and general ill 
health since the age of 18 months. 
The first physicians consulted made 
a diagnosis of asthma. The second 
physician considered the _ child's 
trouble asthmatic bronchitis. (I'll 
bet this second doctor is a whale of 
a success in practice: his diagnostic 
skill reminds me of that of a very 
successful practitioner who used to 
send to the hospital a good many 
eases of “typhomalarial flu.) .A 
third physician said the child had 
tuberculosis. A fourth sent the child 
to the mountains for the climate, and 
she improved while there. Neverthe- 
less and not at all curious to relate, 
the child's mother insisted on taking 
her to a roentgenologist, who found 
the shadow of a staple in the lung. 
The staple was removed by means of 
the bronchoseope and the child then 
made a complete recovery.
